It Was Fluked Too Soon and Will Alwajt 


Prove Pnclcery and Sour, 


When you are buying bananas, never 


purchase the loug thin ones"uhless yon 
want fruit which -will pucker.- yonr 
month. No matter how well ripened 
theso thin bananas may appear to ba 
they will always be f onhd both sour ami 
acrid. This is because the bunch which . 
contained thorn was picked too soon, j 
Tho banuna grows fastest at first in 
length. 
When it has reached its fall ; 


development in that direction, it snd-' 
denly begins to swell and in a few days 
will'double in girth. It is at tho end oi' | 
this time that it begins to ripen natu- 
rally, .and tho effort of tho banana im- 
porter is to have tho fruit gathered at 
the last possible moment, and yet_befora 
tho ripening has progressed even enough 
to tingo the bright-green of the irtdt 
with yello\vi . A difference of 24 houra 
on the.. trees-, at .this time will make a 
difference in the weight 'of the fruit of 
perhaps -25 per'cent, and all tho differ-^ 
enco in its firialfflavor^'between a puck-"" 
ovy sour and tho sweetness and sciooth; 
uess which aro characteristic of the ripa 
frnit. To get the bananas to our market 
in good condition requires'fast steamers, 
which must bo provided with ventila- 
tion and other means of keeping the 
frnit from ripening.too fast in the.hold.- 
Much of the finest frnit does i-ipeu in 
the few days of passage, and this is sold 
to hucksters for street sale.—Ken* York

Drcnght and Desolation. 


Tho early conquerors of this' country 


j and their followers of today have been 


I very wasteful and careless iu the dispo 
eitiou of their forests, with tho resnli 
of ficculeralinc tho dato when they wil 
be compelled to face a problem of forest 
preservation 
at 
considcrnolb cost to. 


themselves. Denizens of the northwest 
are familiar with tho rapidity with 


i which the valuable timber areas' have 


i beeu denuded, nntil now there is scarce- 


i ly n merchantable tree between Ar- 
! kansas and tho Canadian line. "Many 
notos of warnings accompanied this de- 


i strnotiou of the northern soft wood for- 
! esfcs, but they fell upon unwilling ears. 


i Only after it was too late to stop the. 
; mischief did the country begin torecog- 


• tiizo tho indirect valise of forests to agri- 
cuUui-o and' that no high degree of civ- 
ilization can exist permanently with- 
\ out sorao systematic and adequate forest 
management. In India the destruction 
of tho forests commenced 1,000 years 
ago, and that country, having at last 
seen tho folly of such waste, is now en- 
gaged in the expensive undertaking of 
reforesting large areas. 


The effect upon rainfall and the pro- 


ductiveness of tho cultivated tracts has 
already been acknowledged by investi- 
gators. When Cortes first saw tbo val- 
ley of Mexico, it was covered with 
woods, not dense, but abundant, from 
the timber line on the volcanoes down 
to the water's edge. Tho reckless cut- 
ting down of the forests by the Span- 
iards in the first century following tho 
conquest in 1521 increased evaporation-., 
caused tho lakes to dry np, led to ire 
quent droughts, followed by occasional 
floods, and 
changed 
the climate of 


Auahuac. 


Any old rancher will tell stones of 


streams that flowed when he was a boy 
and will show the dry arroyo now. 
They all claim that the tablelands had 
timber in considerable qnntities where 
now there are barren deserts. 


This government has taken some steps 


iu the matter, but it is also necessary 
for the landowners to assist in this 
work by planting trees and irrigating 
them for a few years until they have 
taken good root. By nsing good judg- 
ment iu selecting the trees and in plant- 
ing in a few years .the complaints 
which are now so frequent of years'of 
droughts will soon become fewer and 
fewer until they finally cease—Mon* 
terey Globe,

We were encamped on the banks ot- 


the Churn bul river,.pn f the east side.oi; 
,be Chittore bills, India. It was,a gov- 
irnment party, in, charge, of' Captain 
Fordan, a military-engineer.-,The object 
svas to see if the river-could be tapped 
ind a canal constructed to run the.wa-t 
teis across' the Hat eotintry-to the east 
'or. irrigation purposes. There were two 
English eoldiers .and a party of 20 na- 
tives detailed with the captain, and two 
Cuglish officers and myself were with 
bs survey as volunteers. This meant a 
surveying and'h'unting party combined. 
There was plenty of game in the Chit- 
ore hills, and Captain Jordan was a 
veteran hunter as well as a prominent 
eiiigueer.

We had not yet^got settled in camp 


when tho natives appeared to tell us 
some queer stories regarding a tiger 
•which had lately made his'appearaucein 
the neighborhood. In the first place, he 
was of astonishing size. 
.No one had 


ever seen his like. In the next, as they 
leclared, he had more the face of a hn- 
man being than of a tiger. 
Again, ho 


lad been encountered, face to face, by 
several natives, but instead of attacking 
:hein had contented himself with-a look 
and then walked off. 
.On one occasion 


ae had entered a village and stealthily 
approached an old man who was cook- 
ing his supper at a fire. His presence 
was not discovered until he rubbed his 
nose against the old man's shoulder and 
emitted-a sound like the purring of a 
cat. Dumb and helpless with terror, tho 
native waited to be attacked, but after 
walking around the fire two or threo 
times the beast went ofi into the thick; 
et, This old man stoutly declared that 
the tiger bad the face of a man and 
that it seemed to desire speech with 
him. 
The beast had been roaming about 


for three weeks when we got there, but 
in all that time bad not attacked a na- 
tive nor killed an animal belonging to 
the villagers. 


The natives of India are not only su- 


perstitious to the last degree, but given 
to tho grossest exaggeration in all their 
statements, and their declarations in 
this case were taken with many grains 
of allowance. As o rule they are very, 
anxious to get rid of their dangerous 
neighbors, but in this case they be- 
sought ns not to harm the tiger. The 
soul of somagood man, native or white, 
had taken possession of the .beast, and 
for that reason he had spared the vil- 
lagers and should be spared in turn. To 
kill him would be sacrilege, and in re- 
venge a man eater would be Bent to de- 
populate the village. 


It was four days after the natives had 


como in before we got sight of the man 
tiger. Captain Jordan had begun his 
preliminary work, and one day -when he 
•was on the bank of the river,'half a 
mile below camp, I took my gun togoin 
him and get a shot at some wild swans 
which had passed down the stream. 
Thus far we had: hunted only small 
game aud had heard nothing further 
from the tiger. The sun shone brightly 
in a cloudless sky, and the weather was 
hot, and I knew enough of. the. tiger's 
habits to be sure that ho would be lying 
up in some cool spot during the heat ol 
the day. I heard the captain shouting 
to his assistants long before I got to 
him; They had crossed the river!on a 
raft, and ho was alone. Just before I 
reached him I struck into a path used , 
oy the wild animals as they came down 
from the hills to drink. Forty leet away 
; caught sight of the officer standing be- 
jind his surveying instrument, and at 
;he same instant my eyes fell upon a 
;iger creeping along the path between 
us. For a few seconds I believed the 
iroature to bo 'a dog. Then as I ,fully 
realized what it was and "that he was 
stalking the unsuspecting, man I was so 
unnerved that I stood stock still and 
gazed at him. I bad only a shotgun, 
loaded with swan shot, but the actions 
of tho beast wero so singular that I for- 
got I was armed at all. While I contin- 
ued gazing at him he crept forward to 
the captain's feet and lay down and 
rolled over in play.

All of a sudden and without realizing 


what I was doing I uttered a shout. In 
turning the captain stumbled over the 
tiger and pitched forward, and, with a 
sort of yelp, the beast sprang away into 
the bushes. Though the officer got a 
full view of the creature it was hard for 
him to believe 'that things had occurred 
us they bad. As the tiger had not been 
disturbed by mo it was a source of won 
dor why he had not attacked the officer. 
When the natives came to'hear of it, 
they asserted with gieat earnestness 
that the soul of some friend of the cap- 
tain had passed into the beast and thai 
the tiger bad beard of his presence, and 
came to welcome him. This was absurd, 
of course, but nevertheless we .had to 
admit that there was something very 
singular about the matter. 


Three evenings later we sat:at thi 


door of the mess tent- and smoked and 
talked after the evening meal. It was i 
bright moonlight evening, and we conl( 
see almost as well- as at noonday. B; 
and by Captain Jordan-rose, up am 
started down to his horse,;, 200 fee 
away, and we were following him witO 
our eyes,' when a tiger sprang out-of a 
hollow where it had been crouching am 
seized him and rushed, away to th

along the shores of a stream or pond, 
and in some localities in low moist 
places in grass lands. ; Seize the crab 
back of the pinchers and it cannot nip 
yon, 


Dobsons are only found .under mossy 


stones im swift running waters. ..They 
arc of a dark gray color, haw many 
legs, and when fully grown are, about 
three inches long. 
The head is shield 


shaped and armed with:good stout pin-, 
cers, so handle thedobson as yon would 
a crab. The best way to get a supply of- 
dobsons is to" "have some onejipld ohe: 
edge of a fine moshed net on tho" bot- 
tom of the stream, while'- yon turn over 
the stones' above the net with1: a' hoe. 
The dobsons, loosing their_ hpld_on the 
bottom, will be..carried.by.tbe.cnrrent 
into the net. Put frogSf crabs arid-dob- 
sons into a pail with plenty of grass and 
some water. ,If .yonare tq:kcep:tb.enrfpr 
sometime, change the "water occasion" 
ally.

"'. Grubs .are excellent bait for tront ear- 
iy.in the season." They'are found i'n. par-, 
tiaily; decayed, tree trunks, stump's and 
old timbers left in moist places. 
Cut 


into the wood with an ax, and if yon 
find it full of holes of tho size of a lead \ 
.pencil knock it to pieces and pick out 
the grubs. Put them in a tin bait box 
with some of the rotten wood you found
